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ABSTRACT 

The Title III program ^of the Elementary and Secondary 
Education Act called PACE (Projects to Advance Creativity in 
Education) , is desig^ned to encourage school .districts to develop 
"iTiaginative solutions to educational pi:oblems; to utilize research 
findings more effectively*; and to create, design and make intelligent 
use of supplementary centers'* and services. Primary objectives are to 
translate the latest knowledge about teaching and learning into 

\ * widespread educational practice and to create an awareness of new. 

\ program's and services of high quality that can .be incorporated in 
school programs. This document presents a process by which 
\ improvement in* the ^educational enterprise may be sought Un a 

continuing and systematic fashion. Among the topics that are covered 
are the following: identifying ^critical needs, steps in applying for 
a grant, project development and preparation of project application, 
processes of administratioa, fiscal control and management, 
evaluation, dissemination, and final report. The heart of the PACE 
program is in its provisions for bringing a creative force to the 
improvement of schools and for demonstrating' that better practices 
can be applied. Since the innovative and exemplary programs supported 
by PACE ^re intended to contribute substa^ntially to educational 
improvement, priority in funding is given to -those projects which 
offer the greatest promise of solving persistent problems, thereby 
advancing educational excellence.

S^ince the innovative and 
exemplary programs supported by PACE are intended to contribute ^ 
substantially to educational improvement, priority in* funding is 
given to tho&e projects which offer the greatest promise of solving

With the limited funds available under Title III, it is obvious tha|? 
two or more proposals may be^submitted of substantially the same 
high quality and that a priority for funding must be decided. The 
decision as to which of these proposals will be., funded first will 
be made on the basis of the following two provisi'ons: 

(1) that the proposal be submitjted from the area of the State 
which has persons with the greatest relative need, and 

(2) that the proposal be submitted from a geographical^ area 

of the State which has 'not heretofore been awarded a project 
The length of a project period for any gi^^en Title III .project will 
be determined with d^ie consideration for the nature and scope of 
that'project. Planning projects generally will l^e limited to t^ime 
periods of one^year ox less depending upon the nature of the planning 

activities. Projects generally will be operational tor a period ■ 
of three years. <>Howeyer, if after extensive evaluation of a project, 
-^7i:">^comes clear that the prc^ject requires extension in order ^hat 
objectSL^e's be fu-lly attained,/ the Aavisory Council will review . the 
application for extension and make* recommendatiorfs . 
It is obvious from the velry limited funds allocated for Title HI 
that monies received £ot projects must be considered **seed money". 
That is, any project funded for a normal period and designed to 
develop a creative solution to-some persistent problem, is in reality 

a research agency for ,all educational systems. Thus, a-project

In this regard, ic is the duty of the Title III staff of the 
State Departmetjt o.f Education to insure the dissemination of the 
appropriate information and related data to all school systems* 

In order that the school system which is operating a project may 
\ealize,the full benefits to be secured s^f^er the project funds 
are ^exhausted, arrangements should be ^designed whereby the school 
system assumes an increasing percejixage of^^the project's financial* 
support each year during the p^o^ect pdriod. 

Each project which is approved must incorporate in its basic plan 
projections for internal evaluation of the quality of j:he project and 
its success i*ti attaining its objectives. Further, it is encumbent 
upon the State Department of Education^and its Advisory Council to 
devise appropriate evaluative steps for pa-site evaluations tQ be 
conducted periodically to ascertain success or failure of the 
project in attaining objectives. Where it vis considered ,that 
attainment of objectives has not heen accomplished, modification 
Qf the procedures may be attempted *to correct the situation. However 
where there is no satisfactory progress toward the attainment of 
objectives, the termination of ^the project will be considered. Where 
such actionals to be considered, the Director of Title III, ESEA 
will work with the system superintendent and the prbjiect staff to 
pursue all possible alternatives prior' to recommending termination, ^ 
to the Advisory Council for Title ^^I. Projects clearly showing 
progress toward atta^ining objec**ives will be considered for con- ^ 
tinuation. " , ' '
